KILLED 


Frightfal Colliery Disaster 
in Washington, 


Forty-eight Miners Instantly Killed 
by Explosion. 


Not a Man of Those in the Slope 
Left to Tell the Story. 


Nine Mangled and Charred Bodies Taken 
From the Ruins—The Search for 
the Other Victims in Prgress 

—The Death List. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

Ros_yn (Wash.,;) May 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The first accident. 
of any note atithe coal mines at this 
place occurred about 1:80 this after- 
noon, just after the afternoon shift had 
goneon. The driver had just come out 
ofthe slope when a tremendous ex- 
plosion occurred. The shock upset his 
cars, knocked the mules and driver 
downand bruised men standing 100 
feet away. The report was heard all 
over the town, a mile away. 

The mouth of the slope was soon sur- 
rounded by an anxious crowd, which 
grew in size every minute. A hard 
rain was pouring down, but the crowd 
heeded it not. The number of men in 
the slope is not actually known, but is 
known to have been from forty-four 
to fifty. There is scarcely a hte bility 
that one of them escaped death. 

One body was recovered in about two 
hours, another an hour later and two 
more at 7:80 p.m. All were terribly 
bruised and burned. The indications 
were that death was instantaneous. 

The lower floor of the city hall has 
been converted into a morgue. The 
rescued bodies were being viewed by 
crowds, . A sad feature of the disaster 
is that a large proportion of the victims 
leave large families, andas they had 
not to exceed two days’ work per week 
during the past year many of~them are 
in straightened circumstances. 

The scenes aboutthe mouth of the 
slope aresad in the extreme. Men, | 
women and children are standing about 
in a dazed condition. The pitiful 
lamentations ofthe negroes add to the 
horror. 

The slope in which the explosion oc- 
curred runs from No. 2 down to a point 
where the proposed shaft will be sunk, 
and is a couple of thousand feet long. 
Seven levels have been worked in the 


occurred at some point on the fourth or 
fifth level. Forthe past few months 
more or less danger has been connected 
with the work in this part of the slope 
on account of the unusual generation of 
gases, and the management is credited 
with having exercised unusual pregau- 
tions. Two air courses were in process 
of construction in the supposed vicinity 
of the explosion with the intention of 


whee the two courses met the explosion 
occurred. 

Persons who were at the opening of 
the slope pronounce the concussion as 
terrible, it being sufficient at least to 
throw acoalcar some distance from 
the point where it was standing near 
the entrance. Great volumes of after- 
damp and smoke rolled from the en- 
trance, making the approach danger- 
ous. As soon as it was possible to en- 
ter an effort was made, but progress 
was impeded by smoke and damp which 
the tunnel continued to emit. 

At 4:30 o’clock the first bodies were 
reached, being those of John Bone and 
John Campbell. After that the work 
progressed more rapidly and at 6 
o’clock two other bodies were brought 


ribly burned and mutilated. The 
rescued bodies were those of Tom 


Bowen, 
Hague. 

As progress was made the frightful 
execution. of the explosion became 
more manifest. Timbers were torn 
out for hundreds of feet and the whole 
interior was frightfully wrecked. It is 
thought fire has started in the lower 
level, and arrangements are being 
made to turn on water as soon as the 
fact develops. The air fans are work- 
ing to their full capacity and every ef- 
for is being made to recover the bodies 
of the imprisoned men. All miners 
in thecamp able to work are- working 
in the shafts. 

The latest theory of the disaster is 
that animmense lead of natural gas 
was struck and by some means ignited. 


this part ofthe mine. Owing to the 
fearful wreckage of the slope interior 
and the doubt as to the existence of fire 
in the lower level. there is no way of 
determining how soon the bodies can 
be recovered. 

At midnight nine additional bodies 
have been recovered, as follows: David 
Rees, Jr., Thomas Holmes, Ben Ostiff, 
George Moses, Pruss Luving, John 
Mattes, Robert W. Spotts, Joseph 
Lewis and Frank Hanna. A brother-in- 
law of William Robinson, who was 
working with the latter, was among 
the killed. The total loss will foot up 
to at least forty-eight. 

The bodies recovered are burned and 
in some instances badly charred. 
Others show that death resulted simply 
from concussion. It appears that those

Heavy Losses Already « Caused ond Much 
Further Damage Feared. 

Lovurstana (Mo.,) May 10.—The river 
here is only five inches below the rec- 
ord of 1888, when the levee broke, 
causing a loss of over $1,000,000 to 
farmers on the Illinois side. Stock on 
this side is in a perilous situation. In 
some places cattle are peing drowned 
before the eyes. of their helpless own- 
ers, -Qne man lost 250 hogs and 50 
cattle. 

Cuiicotuz (Mo.,) May 10,—The 
waters of Grand River continue to rise. 
Another foot will cut off the city’s 
water supply. 

Sr. Joseru (Mo.,) May 10.—Railroad 
traffic is almost suspended on some lines 
into this city. .No train has come in or 
out on the Santa Fé or Wabash since 
Saturday. No farm work is being done 
in this vicinity. The Missouri River 
has cut through the revetment above 
this city, and threatens to leave the 
town high and dry a mile and a half 
from the channel.

Emperor. 


Publicly Honoring a Soldier Who 
_Had Shot. Two Citizens. 


An Affair That is Causing a Sensa- 
tion in Berlin. 


Other Foreign Disy Details of the 
Bloody Scenes Enacted Recently in 
Russian Poland—Archbishop 
Ireland Sustained,

Berry, May 10.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Details of a remark- 
able scene at the barracks of the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph Regiment last 
Saturday night, when Emperor William 
was entertained at a banquet by officers 
of the Casino, are made public today. 
The Emperor drank freely and spoke of 
the necessity of a soldier forgetting 
during his service that he had any duties 
except those to his war lord and the 
country. 

Finaliy, the Emperor called to a pri- 
vate atthe entrance: ‘Call in Luecl. 
I have something tosayto him. Luecl 
is the sentry who killed one citizen and 
severely wounded ahother before the 


barracks in the Wrangel strasse six 
| weeks ago. 


The case was investigated. 
and at the Emperor’s instance Leucl 
was promoted to be a lance corporal. 


caused a furious storm of indigna- 


tion throughout the empire. — 

The Emperor explained tothe officers 
that he was about to reward the lance 
corporal and wished all officers present 
to show respect for the young man. 

When Leucl entered the officers and 
guests followed the Emperor in rising 
and Luecl was ordered to stand facing 
his sovereign. The Emperor said: 
‘‘Luecl, you are a splendid soldier. You 
maintained as sentry of the Third 
Regiment.of.Guards in the Wrangel- 
strasse, the best traditions of my army, 
its discipline and honor. I hope every 
soldier will follow your example on

The Pope Approves the Archbishop's 
Ideas on Parochial Schools, 


Rome, May 10.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Cardinal Ledochowski, 
prefect of the Propaganda, under date 
of April 30, addressed a letter to Most 
Rev. John Ireland, Archbishop of St. 
Paul, regarding the course pursued by 
Ireland in submitting to the Holy See 
the arrangement which the Archbishop 
made in order to provide in the best 
possible manner for the spiritual wel- 
fare of children’s elementary schools 
at Fairibault and Stillwater, Minn, 
which arrangement is known as the 
‘“Fairibault plan,’? and reciting the 


.action of the committee of cardinals 


chosen from the Propaganda, who were 
appointed by the Pope to examine the 
plan. The communication commends 
the course of Ireland in submitting the 


| matter to the Holy See, as it met with 
‘| the opposition of the bishops, lower 


clergy and laity who are probably not 
familiar with the circumstances. In 
most felicitous terms, Ledochowski 
informs Ireland that at a meeting of 
the committee on the 21st inst., the 
grave questions involved were care- 
fully weighed and the arrangement 
found to be worthy of praise, as show- 
ing that Irelandin the matter of educa- 
tion wished to maintain inviolate the 
principles set forth by the Holy See 
and commended to the observance of 
bishops by the Council of Baltimore. 

Attached to the letteris the decision 
of their eminences on the question sub- 
mitted to them, and His Holiness has 
ratified and approved the same. The 
report of the committee is as follows:”

to demand of J. F. Knapp a full report

mously adopted. [This is the same 
Knapp who was discharged from the 
service of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany in Arizona for malfeasance, and 
who was afterward the tool of the rail- 
road company in the Arizona Legisla- 
ture. Likewise the same Knapp who 
made his appeafance in this city some 
months ago as the representative of a 
$50,000 syndicate whose mission was 
to start a great newspaper, who after- 
ward organized a stock company, cap-— 
italized at $50,000, for the same pur- 
pose, of which $565 was subscribed, 
and who has lately been passing as the 
representative of a $50,000 syndicate 
that was to purchase the Herald, in 
which capacity he now stands. Capt. 
Knapp is a great politico-journalistic 
statesman. 

The following resolution, offered by 
Col. Neidig, was also adopted:

sidvy or the other shall be surren- 
dered, or that the company render the ser- 
vice which it agreed to when it accepted 
the Government subsidy. The resolution 
introduced by Representative Bowers in- 
structs the Postmaster-General to withhold 
the Government subsidy; that.adopted by 
the Chamber of Commerce [meeting] de- 
mands that Congress shall prohibit the rail- 
roads from paying their subsidy to the Pa- 
iic Mail. One thing is evident—the 
company must reiinquish one or the 
other. The Government is not get- 
ting value received, and the people 
will not much longer tolerate’ the 
continuance’ of a valueless contract. 
If the Pacific Mail Company comply with 
the Government subsidy in order to re- 
tain the Government contract the Pacific 
roads will, of course, discontinue their sub- 
sidy. The company must soon choose 
which it will serve, the railroadsor the 
‘people. . If it shall give up its contract with 
the Governmentit is altogether probable 
that some other company will come for- 
ward and accept the subsidy and perform 
the service. There would be arich har- 
vest for a bona fide competitor to the Pacific 
Mail, a competitor that would do what Pa- 
cific Mail -does- not do—compete with the 
everland roads for transcontinental busi- 
ness.

A Verdict of Guilty in the Man- 

ning Case. 

The Jury Believed That He Assaulted 
__ Wood With His Cane,

Ex-Rev. Fleming Again in Court in 
a Civil Suit.

Action on Note Growing Out of His) 
Chautangua Business—Trial of the 
Tapia Rape Case Commenced 
—Court Notes. 


The courtroom of Department One 
was crowded with spectators vesterday 
during the closing scenes in the trial of 
the case against Billy Manning, the 
pugilist, upon the charge of having as- 
saulted S. O. Wood with intent to com- 
mit murder, which was resumed before 
Judge Smith and a jury at 10 o’clock 
a.m. 

The proceedings commenced with the 
examination of Samuel O. Wood, the 
complainant, who was called for the 
purpose of showing that two other phy- 
sicians in addition to Dr. Lasher had 
been in attendance upon him, but that 
they had not been subpoenaed. 

M. M. Chase and F. W. Packard of 
Rosedale testified that on the night of 
the alleged assault they were passing 
by the Lankershim building on South 
Spring street, and hearing a noise, 
looked through the glass doors and saw 
Wood and Manning falling down stairs 
together. No blows were struck, how- 
ever. 

Deputies F. L. Benedict, C. A. Ro- 
ques and T. J. Quinn, of the Sheriff's of- 
ficé, testified that when Manning ar- 
rived at the County Jail his clothing 
was torn in various places and he was 
badly bruised. 

The defendant then took the stand in 
his own behalf, and stated that Wood 
attempted to forcibly ejéct him from 
the house by throwing him down- 
stairs, but that he grabbed the newel of 
the banisters and resisted until it gave 
way. He then closed with Wood and 
both fell downstairs together, the com- 
plainaut, unfortunately for himself, 
being underneath when they reached 
the bottom. The witness was himself 
dazed by the fall, and as soon as he 
arose he wandered out into the street

and found himself down. 
before he fully recovered his scattered 
senses. He denied emphatically hav- 
ing struck Wood with his cane. - 

The prosecution they recalled Mrs. E. 
L. Lewis, Mrs. Lydia T. Wood and Miss 
Ida Parker in rebuttal to. show that 
there was no one on thestreet at the 
time, or at the glass doors. sa) 

Both sides then closed and the matter, 
after argument, was finally snbmitted 
to the jury at 4:50 o’clock, that body 
returning a verdict of ‘“‘guilty of assault 
with a deadly weapon” at 5:10 o’clock. 

A good deal of surprise was mani- 
fested at the refusal of Attorney Ling 


to allow Manning to plead guilty to bat- 
tery, but it has since been ascertained. 
that the defendant could not have done 
so, as battery is an entirely different of- 
fense.- He might, however, have en- 
tered his plea of guilty of simple as- 
sault. 
: FLEMING AGAIN IN COURT. 

_The case of Malcolm MacLeod vs. W. 
R. Steele,;an action to recover $100 
on a promissory note, came up for hear- 
ing before Judge Otis San Bernar- 
dino, sitting for Judge Shaw in Depart- 
‘ment Five yesterday, and after occupy- 
ing his attention all afternoon, went 
over until this morning. The note, 
which was originally given by Steele to 
Samuel J. Fleming, as trustee of the 
Chautauqua Assembly of Southern Cali- 
fornia, as part payment for a lot he 
purchased at Redondo, was assigned by 
Fleming to several people at various 
times and-finally fell into the hands of 
the plaintiff, who seeks to fecover on 
it.. The defense, however, claims that 
the property in question shad. been 
deeded back by the assembly to the Re- 
dondo Beach Company, and Fleming is 
no longer in a position to Garry: out his 
part of the contract, the note was not 
negotiable, and that the assignee can 
not therefore recover.

THE MILLS MEETINGS. 


The Evangelist Keeping Up His 
Work. 


No Falling Off in the Attendance at 
Simpson Tabernacle. 


The Church Filled at Both Afternoon 
and Evening Services. 


Programme for the Observance of the 
“Mid-week Sabbath” Today—Meet-. 
ings to Be Held at Various 
Places—Prayer-mecetings. 


Yesterday morning I met one of the 
leading ministers in the Mills meeting 
work, who said to ne>——_______ 
‘T read the interview with a Social- 
ist which you printed. I want toassure 
‘you that the soul of the poorest laborer 
is as dear to God and his people as is 
that of the richest man in the land. 
Churches need the money of the rich to 
aid them in the work of soul-saving, as 
well as body-saving. We want all 
classes—we want everybody to be re- 
ligious. I am aware of the feeling 
which keeps many of, the poor away 
from the churches; that they do not 
feel at ease until they are converted, 
and that they are not so liable to con- 
version if they do not attend the 
churches. I believe that if a union 
chapel or tabernacle could be built by 
the people of all the churches in the 
city and served in turn by 
all _ the ministers that it would 
be productive of the _ greatest 
good. It could be conducted just as 
these Mills meetings are—as non-sec- 
tarian Christian work. We have dem- 
onstrated to ourselves how many good 
people can be called together in the 
work of the Master, and we should not 
f-lose the ground we have gained. Now 
that the chirches have drawn so close 
togetherin their good work, I hope 
they will never drift apart. We have 
the germ of this good work in the union 
gospel meetings nowconducted by Maj. 
Hilton, and out of that ought to grow 
this uniontabernacle, for which there 
is sucha demand. The rich can take 
care of themselves, and now that their 
interest is awakened, we should ask them 
to share that which God has giventhem 
with those who have but little.”’ 
an active layman I mentioned | 
_what the clergyman had said to me. 
‘In addition to a union chapel we 
ought have a hospital in which we 
could care for the unfortunates who 
are connected with the union church 
organization. These people would feel 
that they had the right to go to such an’ 
institution without being considered 
objects of charity. If the ministers 
who have charge of this Mills work will 
take the initiative, they would be sur- 
prised to find the support they would 
receive from the people. Why, I saw 
$50,000 raised in one year by the 
Metuodists of Simpson ‘Tabernacle to 
pay the building debt of that house. I 
believe one union mass-meeting of the 
Christian people would bring in enough 
money to pay the cost of building a 
hospital.’ 

The plan of work of Mr. Mills has 

now fully developed, so that all can un- 
derstand that each of his sermons is a 
part of the whole work—each a lecture 
in the series, good of itself if none of 
» the others are heard; yet he who misses- 
one will feel ‘regret that he has lost a 
link out of the chain. : 
_ The starting point of the sermon last 
night was that the absence of feeling is 
death. Soclear did the speaker illus-. 
trate the idea that almost the whole 
audience seemed to feela perceptible 
shudder at the thought that the ab- 
sence of religious feeling means the 
death of the soul.

At 
first it was thought that Mr. Marsh was 
about to take the honor of calling the 
convention to ordér-from the able chair- 
man, but such was not his intention.

There was quite asprinkling of Re- 
ptblican ‘ard ‘strikers present, and 
while some joined in the discussion of 
the coming battle, a majority kept in 
the background and looked on. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 


At 10:20 o'clock Hon. J. de Barth | 


Shorb, chairman of the County Central 
Committee, called the convention to 
order.

The. chair then annonnced that the 
selection of a temporary chairman was 
in order.

Col. J. J. Ayers placed Col. J, Driffill 
in nomination. The Colonel seemed 
’ anxious to conciliate the country dele- 
ee and made an able speech in Col. 
Hon. John S. Patton seconded the 
nominatiou of Mr. Masters and Maj, W. 
Burke seconded the Momination of 
Col.- Driffill. Nominations were de- 
clared closed_and the convention pro-

ceeded to vote by precincts.

Mr. Masters was declared the choice 
of the convention and his election was 
made unanimous.

NO SERGEANTS-AT-ARMS,

to the appointment of a ‘horde of fel- 
lows’’ who would have to be paid out of 
the pockets of the delegates, and he

Several other countrymen rose with 
fire in their eyes and made vigorous 
speeches against the appointment of 
guards or policemen to keep order.

A motion to increase the. number-ef 
delegates-at-large from each supervisor 
district to the Fresno convention 
brought forth a considerable discussion. 
The fight on this question was between 
the county and city delegates, and the 
countrymen insisted that they should 
have their just dues and give each 
supervisor district a fair show and not 
confine the Fresno delegation to the 
city. Anew statesman in the person 
of P. J. Bolan of Redondo declared 
himself for the country, and quite a sen- 
sation was created. . 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
speakers for the city delegation jumped 
to their feet one after the other and in- 
sisted that the covvention was made 
up of Democrats and there should. 
be no fight between the factions if 
they wish harmony in the party. 

The amendment to make the report 
of the committee eight delegates from 
each supervisor district and three at 
large, Was voted down and the adoption 
of the report was put and carried. The 
delegates were then assessed 50 cent 
a head. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

The report of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions was read by Chairman Shorb 
and adopted follows: 

First—We reiterate the platform adopted 
by the Democratic Convention of 1888, 
and signify our unswerving allegiance -to 
the principles therein declared. 

Second—tThe best interests of the country 
require the return of the Democratic party 
to power. The further incumbency of the | 
present administration is dangerous to the 
well-being of the Republic. The attempt of 
President Harrison's administration to pro- 
cure the enactment of the infamous Force 
Billis but another of the many manifesta: 
tions showing the centralizing tendency of 
those in authority... His election was 
brought about by the union of vast money 
interests, the corrupting influence of which 
resulted in the McKinley Bill. This meas- 
ure was enacted to enrich the favored few 
and reward those whose investments have 
been productive of partisan success. The 
infamous system of tariff legislation thus 
enforced at the dictation of Republican 
leaders, has enormously increased the bur- 
den of the masses and has resulted in the 
imposition of an onerous taxation without 
the slightest corresponding benefit. We 
therefore denounce the iniquitous protect- 
ive tariff as established by this bill and re- 
iterate our demand forarevision of the 
tariff according jto democratic principles. 

Third—The Democratic party is now, as 
it always has been,in favorof the free 
coinage of silver, leaving to the united 
counsels of the Democratic party in na- 
tional convention assembled the recom- 
imendation of methods for restoring silver 
to its integrity as money.

Fifth—We unqualifiedly indorse the 
Geary Chinese Exclusion Bill in its entirety 
as passed by the lower House of Congress. 

Sixth—We are in favor of the Govern- 
ment ownership of the telegraph and tele- 
phone lines, as forming an indispensable 
part of the postal system. 

Seventh—We are strongly in favor of re. 
establishing the great hydraulic mining in- 
dustry of California, with due regard for 
the safety of allits agricultural interests. 

We are in favor of the election of United 
States Senators by direct vote of the peo. 


The conduct of the Republican majority 
in the last Legislature was. disgraceful to 
our State. Never have we had suchan ex. 
hibition of corruption and official miscon- 
duct. Wecall upon the people to rebuke 
this infamous behavior by the defeat of 
| those who are responsible for the disgrace. 

Wedenounce the Legislative and Con- 
gressional apportiontments made by the 
late Republican Legislature as unfair and 
partisan inthe extreme. For the purpose 
of increasing Republiban representation, 
districts were formed without reference to 
the just demands of localities affected, and 
without reference to publie convenience. 
The provision of our Constitution requir.

A Man Wanted in Los Angeles {for Bur. / 
glary Behind the Bars. 

Brush, the fourth man implicated in 
the Chinese robbery some months ago, 
with the Abbott brothers and Asevedo, 
has been located by the police authori- 
ties, but it is hardly likely that he will 
be brought back to answer for his crime. 
One of the Abbotts, it will be remem- 
bered, was acquitted, but’ the other 
brother and Asevedo were convicted. 
Asevedo, however, made his escape 
from the County Jail, and is now at 

The evidence brought out in the Ab- 
bott and Asevedo cases was very strong 
against Brush—if anything, stronger 
than against any of the others, and the 
police have been tryingever since the 
crime was committed to catch the 
fourth man. Some days ago Detectives 
Bosqui and Insley located Brush at 
Siebert, Kit Carson county, Colo., 
where he was passing under the name 
of J. B. Bowers.
